ABelle Glade man, Humber- 
to Cardenas, 31, is charged 
with second degree murder 
with a firearm after he alleged- 
ly shot and killed a man in an 
argument outside Duke's 
Lounge Saturday night. 

Det. Shatara Shatara said 
police were called to the lounge 
at 1075 South Main Street just 
before midnight concerning a 
fight in progress. 

When officers arrived they 
were told someone had been 
shot/ and they found Arnoldo 


Martinez, ying on the side- 
walk witha gunshot wound to 
his back. Bel fe Glade Fire Res 
cue and, Everglades Regional 
Ambulance vices arrived 
and gave first aide to Martinez 


but he died at the scene, 

Witnesses told police that 
Cardenas was seen prior to en- 
tering the lounge with a 
firearm concealed in his waist- 
band. Police say.they were told 
Martinez and Cardenas came 
to the lounge together that 
evening and a fight broke out 
in the parking lot between two 
groups, Cardenas allegedly 
pulled the gun and began 
shooting, hitting Martinez once’ 
in the bi 

Cari fled the area in a 
Ford pickup and was later. lo- 
cated at his home and arrested. 
Det. Shatara said Cardenas re- 
fused to speak with investiga- 
tors. He was arrested and tak- 
en to the Palm Beach County. 
Jail where he is bing held with- 
out bail.

Mace talked about his generos- 
ity and his love of the Glades 
and the. people. 

Mr. Mace, 68, passed away 
Monday, May 24 at Wellington 
Regional Medical ‘Center. fol- 
lowing a long illness. ` 

“We're so sad,” said Glades 
Day School: ` Headmaster 
Mandy’ Perez. “Bob was a 
friend and so generous to 
Glades Day School and his gen- 


erosity came with no strings at- | 


tached. We're just not going to 
be able to replace him.” 


Glades Day School was just 
one of the areas where Mr. 
Mace displayed his generosity 
and in November of last year, 
officials recognized his over 30 
years of being a major benefac- 
tor_to the school by naming the 
newly-built athletic center the 
Robert L. Mace Athletic Center. 

A park behind Gove Elemen- 
tary School also bears his 
name. 

“He donated the land for 
Mace Park to the city with the 
provision it be used for a park,” 
said ‘long-time friend Michael 
Shiver. “He loved the Glades 
and the people in the Glades. 
There are so many things he 
did that nobody knows about. 
He loved children and young 
people and that’s why he want- 
ed the land used for a park.” 

Chief of Police and Director 
of Public Safety Michael Miller 

said of Mr. Mace, “He never for- 

got where he came from. He 
was a true friend to the Glades 
and to the people and he could 
always to counted on to help.” 

“Mr. Mace was born in Akron, 
Ohio in 1931-but had tived in 
Belle Glade for many years be- 
fore moving to Wellington. , 

He was the former owner of 


Mace Sod Farms and RLM 
Farms. 

He served on the board atthe 
Bank of Belle Glade and Big 
Lake National Bank. He was a 
veteran of the Korean War, 
serving as a seaman in the U.S. 
Navy for four years. 

Former Belle Glade Mayor 
ahd stockbroker Tom Altman 
summed up Mr. Mace's life by 
saying, “Bob was the ultimate 
Man’s Man...tough and strong 
and determined. Yet, at the 
same time, he was generous 
and caring and always helping. 
others. He was passionate in 
his love of sports and of young 
people. He never let his 
tremendous success in busi- 
ness separate him from the av- 
erage guy. Bob Mace was a very 
special person, Generations of 
Glades youngsters will be in- 
debted to him. He will never be 
forgotten.”

Mace will be Tuesday, June 1 at 
the First Baptist Church in 
Belle Glade at 1 p.m.

-Sahara desert dust could change to: 
` color of South Flori rida's blue skies~

It was a first for Puerto Rico. 
Late. last year, the San. Juan, 
Puerto Rico office of the Na- 
tional Weather Service issued 
an air pollution alert for the is- 
land. 

Long-time residents were 
shocked. The sky around the is- 
land, „they pointed out, is al- 
ways clean. Air pollution had 
never been a problem in Puerto 
Rico, a place famous for the 
blue skies, immaculate air and 
dazzling sunsets. 

The reason for the air pollu- 
tion advisory was even more 


` astonishing; dust from the Sa- 


hara Desert in Africa. The dust 
turned the skies around the 
northeastern Caribbean Sea 
hazy, reducing visibility and 
generating poor air quality. 

Scientists have known for 
some time that North Africa’s 
biggest and most valuable ex- 
port is soil. It comes in the form 
of immense clouds of dust 
blown off the aired, drought- 
prone lands around the Sahara 
Desert, picked up by the pass- 
ing .winds and propelled 
around the world. 

More than a billion tons of 
dust each year blows off the 
parched African plains and fol- 
lows the trade winds to the 
Caribbean and, in some cases, 
as far west as Florida. Scien- 
tists at the University of Miami 
are concerned these African 
dust storms may produce air 
pollution problems for the Sun- 
shine State.

At a rooftop ‘site on the sea- 
ward coast of Virginia Key, 
J.M. Prospero and David 
Savoie have been monitoring 
the air for over 20 years. Their 
examination of our atmosphere 
has revealed some disturbing 
results, 

“Our data show that large 
quantities of mineral dust are 
carried into the region every 
summer,” said Prospero. “Our 
studies in Miami have clearly 
established that the dust is 
transported from sources in 
North Africa.” 

Occasionally, these dust 
storms create problems, like 
the air pollution alert in Puerto 
Rico. While nothing like that 
has occurred here in Florida, 
Prospero and Savoie say it is 
onlya matter of time until 
African dust. creates atmos- 
pheric headaches in Florida. 

“On the basis "of measure- 


ments over he past 25 yeard,” 
said Savoie, “we conclude that 
dust events would most likely ` 
place Florida in non-compli- 
ance with-hew standards pro- 


“ posed by the Environmental 


Protection Agency.” ki 

And itisnot just Florida. The 
two researchers say the dust 
storms could impact a large re- 
gion of the southeastern Unit- 
ed States and much of the east 
coast, too.” 

Finding a solution to the 


« problem will not be easy, Un- 


like a factory that can be recon- 
figured with anti-pollution 
equipment, curbing. African 
dust storms is out of our con- 
trol. 

It is up*to Mother’ Nature. 
Dry weather in Africa meang 
dry soil, easily blown away by 
strong tropical trade winds. 
When the region becomes Wet, 
the soil stays put and.any dust 
clouds are grounded by the 
rain, 

French researcher ` Cyril 
Moulin thinks changes in At- 
lantic weather patterns "may 
reduce the dust storms. He 
points out that last summer’s 
dust output from Africa was 
the lowest in more than two 
decades and could be the begin- 
ning of a trend. d 

Lets hope so or Florida's 
beautiful blue skies could be 
obscured by ‘dust from half a 
world away.
